Surprise has teen expressed at the opposi 


tiou of so intelligent ind fair minded an offi 
cer as Secretary Boutwell to the reduction of 
taxation m general and the abolition of the 
income tax in particular His last monthly 
statement of the public debt probably sug

reduced the debt since the first of March

000,000 This is a noble record, and the peo- 
ple are proud of it.
